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THE  LORD  MAYOR  OF  LONDON 
SILVER  JUBILEE  MEDAL 


For  nearly  eight  centuries  the  City  and  Crown  have  been  closely  linked,  and  it  is 
particularly  appropriate  at  this  momentous  time  in  the  history  of  our  Monarchy  that 
the  Lord  Mayor  of  London,  Commander  Sir  Robin  Gillett,  bt.,  g.b.e.,  r.d.,  n.sc., 
r.n.r.,  should  issue  a  silver  medal  to  commemorate  his  mayoralty  during  the  Silver 
Jubilee  Year. 
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The  first  Mayor  of  London  was  Henry  Fitz  Aylwin,  appointed  in  1192  and  after 
his  death  in  1215,  it  was  King  John  who  gave  the  citizens  the  right  to  elect  a  mayor 
annually.  This  charter  was  granted  a  few  weeks  before  the  sealing  of  Magna  Carta, 
in  which  were  confirmed  the  ancient  rights  and  privileges  of  the  City. 

The  title  ‘Lord  Mayor’  was  not  used  until  the  fifteenth  century  and  there  have 
been  648  mayors  since  Fitz  Aylwin.  It  is  the  highest  civic  office  to  which  it  is  possible 
to  attain  and  these  days  the  selection  of  a  mayor  is  by  the  Court  of  Aldermen,  after 
nomination  by  some  16,000  liverymen  of  the  Craft  Guilds  exercising  their  ancient 
rights  in  Common  Hall.  Next  he  is  presented  for  approval  to  the  Sovereign,  as 
required  by  King  John’s  charter.  On  the  2nd  Friday  in  November  he  makes  his 
declaration  of  office  in  Guildhall,  and  the  following  day  is  presented  to  the  Judges 
of  the  Queen’s  Bench  Division  to  take  the  oath  as  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  City. 

This  is  now  done  before  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  England  sitting  in  his  court  in 
the  Strand;  hence  the  journey  from  Guildhall,  via  the  Mansion  House,  to  that  court. 

It  is  the  custom  for  part  of  the  Show  to  reflect  a  theme,  connected  either  with  the 
Lord  Mayor’s  business  interests  or  with  some  particular  aspect  of  our  national  life 
which  he  wishes  to  highlight.  Among  the  floats  in  this  year’s  procession  were  not 
only  those  representing  the  Royal  Navy — “The  father  who  protects” — and  the 
Merchant  Navy — “The  mother  who  provides” — but  also  those  depicting  the  vital 
services  to  seamen:  Trinity  House  which  provides  lighthouses  and  pilots,  the 
RNLI  and  coastguard  services  who  look  to  their  safety,  and  the  Mission  to  Seamen 
who  tender  to  their  spiritual  needs  and  welfare  all  over  the  world.  Nor  has  the  recrea¬ 
tional  aspect  been  overlooked  as  the  Royal  Yachting  Association  were  also 
represented. 

The  Lord  Mayor  takes  precedence  in  the  City  over  all  save  the  Sovereign  and 
various  ceremonies  symbolise  this  direct  relationship.  Two  such  ceremonies,  both 
dating  back  to  the  Middle  Ages,  carry  on  the  tradition  of  the  old  walled  City  which 
had  gates  that  could  be  closed  on  the  Lord  Mayor’s  orders.  The  first  happens  when 
imaginary  “gates”  at  Temple  Bar  are  opened  for  the  heralds  when  they  come  to 
proclaim  the  accession  of  a  new  Sovereign,  and  later  the  Coronation.  In  the  second 
ceremony,  also  at  Temple  Bar,  the  Queen  is  received  when  she  enters  the  City  in 
state.  The  famous  pearl  sword  is  surrendered  by  the  Lord  Mayor  who  offers  the 
hilt  to  the  Queen,  who  touches  it  and  returns  it.  The  Lord  Mayor  then  bears  the 
sword  erect  in  procession  before  the  Sovereign,  leading  her  as  his  ‘overlord’  into  his 
City. 

The  focal  point  of  our  Jubilee  Year  celebrations  and  the  highlight  of  the  City’s 
year,  was  the  National  Service  of  Thanksgiving  in  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral  at  11.30  am 
on  Tuesday,  7th  June,  1977,  which  was  attended  by  Her  Majesty  The  Queen, 
His  Royal  Highness  The  Duke  of  Edinburgh  and  other  members  of  the  Royal 
Family.  After  the  Service  Her  Majesty  and  His  Royal  Highness  walked  from  St. 
Paul’s  accompanied  by  the  Lord  Mayor  and  the  Lady  Mayoress  to  attend  a  Corpora¬ 
tion  of  London  luncheon  in  historic  Guildhall. 

As  is  generally  known,  the  Lord  Mayor  is  called  upon  from  time  to  time  to  act  as 
the  representative  of  a  London  far  more  extensive  than  the  ancient  City ;  of  London 
as  the  capital  of  the  land,  or  London  as  the  centre  of  the  Commonwealth  and  to 
welcome  distinguished  guests  on  behalf  of  the  whole  British  people.  For  many 
years  now,  on  such  occasions,  and  during  overseas  visits,  it  has  been  the  practice  for 
successive  Lord  Mayors  to  make  a  presentation  of  a  small  gift  to  Heads  of  State  and 
other  distinguished  persons,  as  a  memento  of  their  visit  or  meeting  with  the  Lord 
Mayor.  As  mentioned  earlier,  it  is  particularly  appropriate  that  Commander  Sir 
Robin  Gillett  should  choose  to  have  a  commemorative  medal  struck,  for  it  not  only 
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serves  to  mark  his  Mayoralty  Year  but  also  commemorates  the  Silver  Jubilee.  This 
is  reflected  in  the  design  of  the  medal  which  is  struck  in  sterling  silver  of  ‘crown  size’ 
(1£" — 38  mm.)  and  of  proof-like  quality:  the  medal  also  bears  the  special  Jubilee 
Hallmark. 

The  Lord  Mayor  commissioned  Nordon  Art  Company  of  Southampton  to 
produce  the  medal  and,  later,  the  dies  from  which  the  medals  are  struck  will  be  given  a 
final  polish  and  then  presented  to  the  Lord  Mayor. 

Obverse:  The  officially  approved  emblem  of  the  King  George’s  Jubilee  Trust  for 
the  Queen’s  Silver  Jubilee  Appeal. 

Two  laurel  branches  enclosing  the  Jubilee  Year  date  1977,  with  the  Royal 
Crown  above.  Below,  the  motto  proclaims  the  queen’s  silver  jubilee  year. 

In  the  legend  surround  commander  sir  robin  gillett,  bt.,  g.b.e.,  r.d.,  d.sc.,

Reverse:  The  full  coat  of  arms  of  the  City  of  London  with  the  Great  Mace  and 
Sword  of  State  of  the  City  below. 

In  the  legend  surround  lord  mayor  of  London  1976-1977. 

The  obverse  of  the  medal  underlines  the  fact  that  the  Lord  Mayor  leads  the 
Queen’s  Silver  Jubilee  Appeal  Fund  in  the  City  of  London  during  his  year  of  office. 
The  reverse  features  the  full  Coat  of  Arms  of  the  City  with  the  Great  Mace  and 
Sword  of  State  of  the  City  below,  both  emblems  of  historic  and  royal  significance. 

The  medal  issue  is  strictly  limited  to  1,500  world  wide,  and  the  Lord  Mayor  has 
graciously  consented  to  a  limited  number  of  his  medals  being  made  available  to 
bona  fide  collectors  through  Messrs.  Seaby  of  London  and  Nordon  Art  Company  of 
Southampton.  Each  medal  is  housed  in  a  recessed  blue  leatherette  case  bearing  the 
personal  coat  of  arms  of  The  Lord  Mayor  in  silver.  (Commander  Sir  Robin  Gillett’s 
heraldic  colours  are  blue  and  silver.)  A  certificate  of  origin  in  silver-faced  card  mea¬ 
suring  2\"  square,  accompanies  each  medal.  Detailed  descriptions  of  the  Jubilee 
Emblem,  City  Coat  of  Arms,  Sword  of  State,  Great  Mace  and  the  City  and  Crown 
are  contained  in  the  certificate  which  opens  out  to  10"  X  2b".

Demetrius  Poliorcetes,  306-283  B.C.  ( photo  enlarged ) 

The  front  cover  coin  depicts  Demetrius,  king  of  Maccdon.  The  fine  portrait 
is  almost  certainly  life-like,  as  indeed  are  so  many  of  the  portraits  on  the  coins  of 
Alexander’s  successors,  a  fact  which  makes  them  such  interesting  historical  items 
in  their  own  right. 

Demetrius  earned  the  title  “Poliorcetes”  (besieger),  following  the  year  long  siege 
of  Rhodes  which  he  directed.  His  five  year  reign  was  rather  undistinguished  and 
Macedon  eventually  fell  to  Pyrrhus  and  Lysimachus  in  288  b.c.  He  fled  to  Asia 
Minor,  but  was  captured  by  Seleucus  and  died  in  283  b.c.  ( Listed  as  C610). 

THE  COINS  OF  HINDU  KASHMIR

Coin  types  can  last  a  very  long  time  in  India.  All  the  coins  of  Hindu  Kashmir  are 
based  in  design  on  the  Kushan  “Standing  King/Seated  Goddess”  type,  as  illustrated 
by  the  gold  stater  of  the  Kushan  king  Kanishka  II,  c.  a.d.  250-270. 

There  are  three  series  of  Kashmiri  coins.  There  are  the  gold  and  debased  gold 
staters  of  the  Kidarite  rulers  of  Kashmir  c.  a.d.  360-530  (Cunningham  and  most 
others  place  these  much  later,  but  I  prefer  the  dating  scheme  proposed  by  Dr. 
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M.  Mitchiner).  There  are  the  “Shri  Toramana”  coins  which  were  probably  minted 
during  some  part  of  the  period  between  a.d.  530  and  855.  There  is,  thirdly,  the  large 
series  of  named  rulers  dating  between  a.d.  855  and  c.  1214. 

It  is  with  this  third  group  that  this  article  is  chiefly  concerned. 

There  is  a  good  contemporary  chronicle  for  this  later  period  which  was  produced 
around  1149  by  a  man  called  Kalhana,  a  translation  of  which,  entitled  Kalhana’s 
Chronicle  of  the  Kings  of  Kashmir  was  published  in  2  volumes  by  M.  A.  Stein  in  1900. 
Cunningham  used  this  chronicle  as  the  basis  for  his  attribution  of  the  coins  of 
Kashmir  in  his  book  The  Coins  of  Mediaeval  India ,  and  it  is  on  Cunningham’s  work 
that  this  article  is  based. 

The  following  list  gives  the  name  of  the  ruler,  as  given  in  Kalhana’s  Chronicle, 
and  the  date,  and  then  the  lettering  to  be  seen  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  There 
are,  though,  many  variations,  and  any  such  list  can  only  be  a  very  general  guide. 
Again,  I  take  the  obverse  and  reverse  to  be  the  other  way  round  from  Cunningham — 
my  “obverse”  is  the  remains  of  the  “Standing  King”  and  my  “reverse”  the  remains 
of  the  “Seated  Goddess”.

The  illustrations  begin  with  the  stater  of  Kanishka  II,  c.  a.d.  250-270  (Fig.  1). 
On  the  obverse  Kanishka  is  shown  sacrificing  at  an  altar.  The  goddess  seated  on  the 
reverse  is  the  goddess  of  good  fortune  named  on  the  coin  as  Ardochsho,  but  soon 
to  be  identified  in  India  with  Lakshmi,  the  consort  of  Vishnu.

The  next  two  coins  come  from  what  I  have  called  the  “first  series”  of  Kashmiri 
coins — the  gold  and  debased  gold  of  c.  a.d.  360-530.  I  illustrate  the  earliest  and  the 
latest  (they  are  dated  relatively  by  debasement  of  metal  content  and  by  style).  The 
first,  reading  on  the  reverse  “Shri  Pravara”  is  very  close  to  the  original  (Fig.  2);  but 
the  second,  the  commonest  of  the  series,  reading  “Shri  Vinayaditya”  has  strayed 
rather  a  long  way  (Fig.  3) !

The  next  is  a  bronze  coin  inscribed  “Shri  Toramana”,  to  illustrate  the  “second 
Kashmiri  series”  (Fig.  4).  This  Toramana  is  often  called  Toramana  II  to  distinguish 
him  from  the  Ephthalite  ruler  of  the  same  name.  The  king  and  goddess  are  much 
nearer  their  original  shape  than  they  were  on  the  stater  of  Vinayaditya. 

Of  the  bronze  coins  of  the  “third  series”  examples  are  shown  of  Unmattavanti 
(Fig.  5),  Kshemagupta  (Fig.  6),  Queen  Didda  (Fig.  7),  Sangrama  (Fig.  8),  Salhana 
(Fig.  9),  and  Jaga  Deva  (Fig.  10).

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THE  RARITY  OF  EAST  INDIA  COMPANY  COINS 

By  P.  Snartt 

India 

Having  dealt  with  all  the  issues  of  the  E.I.C.  for  territories  other  than  India  we 
now  have  the  sub  continent  to  deal  with. 


The  E.I.C.  issues  of  India  can  be  broadly  divided  into  four  parts — Bombay, 
Madras,  Bengal  and  the  “Unified”  series  issued  for  all  of  India.  The  total  number  of 
coins  involved,  excluding  the  gold,  is  something  in  excess  of  a  thousand  and  the 
number  is  steadily  increasing  as  more  varieties  are  being  recorded.  The  issues  can 
again  be  divided  into,  1 — “European  style” — those  with  some  or  all  of  the  design 
being  in  English  and,  2 — “Native  style”  issues  where  all  of  the  design  is  in  the  style 
of  the  local  issues  of  India. 


In  trying  to  determine  the  rarity  of  the  various  coins  certain  difficulties  arise.  The 
“Native  style”  issues  are  often  difficult  to  recognise  as  belonging  to  the  E.I.C.  and  in 
many  instances  cannot  be  positively  identified  from  a  description  in  a  catalogue  or 
dealers  list.  It  is  therefore  my  intention  to  leave  an  examination  of  the  rarity  of  these 
coins  until  after  the  “European  style”  coins  have  been  dealt  with,  at  which  time  the 
available  evidence  will  determine  whether  they  can  be  dealt  with  by  varieties  or  i 
merely  by  main  types.  Another  problem  is  with  the  “European  style”  early  local 
issues  in  copper  and  tin.  These  coins  appear  at  infrequent  intervals  in  dealers  lists 
and  the  descriptions  are  often  so  vague  as  to  make  precise  identification  difficult  and 
sometimes  impossible.  These  coins  are  not  always  rare  and  the  shortage  of  them  on 
offer  in  the  past  is  more  likely  to  reflect  a  general  lack  of  interest  in  the  series.  Happily 
there  is  now  a  quickening  of  interest  which  should  lead  to  more  coins  being  on  offer 
and  more  information  becoming  available. 

To  help  present  a  clearer  picture  of  the  rarity  of  the  local  struck  coins  I  have 
enlisted  the  aid  of  several  fellow  collectors,  and  this  is  a  good  opportunity  to  thank 
them  for  their  help,  both  given  and  promised.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  staff  of 
the  British  Museum  coin  room  who  have  done  a  lot  of  work  on  my  behalf.  If  there 
are  any  collectors  of  the  coins  of  the  East  India  Company  who  feel  they  can  help  by 
supplying  information  I  will  be  very  pleased  to  hear  from  them. 
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For  the  coins  of  India  descriptions  will  be  given  and,  with  the  less  well  known 
issues,  line  drawings  will  be  included.  It  is  hoped  that  these  additions  will  help  the 
reader  to  identify  the  various  coins  more  easily.

Pice  1743  have  been  traced,  either  offered  for  sale  or  in  the  B.M.  Atkins  lists  these 
dates  and  Pridmore  includes  them,  quoting  Atkins  numbers  and  noting  that  they  are 
not  verified.  I  had  intended,  therefore,  to  leave  them  out  of  this  survey  but  my 
recent  acquisition  of  a  Double  Pice  1748  from  Messrs.  Seaby  confirms  the  existence 
of  this  coin  and  persuades  me  that  the  others  may  also  exist.  The  date  is  not  always 
clear  on  these  coins  and  some,  or  all,  of  those  not  accounted  for  may  have  been 
misreadings  of  other  dates.  The  Pice  1743  may  be  a  wrongly  identified  Double  Pice. 
If  any  of  these  do  exist  they  are  obviously  very  rare. 

There  is  no  significant  difference  in  the  rarity  of  the  BOMB  and  BONB  varieties 
of  1771  for  whilst  there  are  three  of  the  “M”  coins  in  the  British  Museum  and  only  one 
of  the  “N”  I  also  know  of  two  of  the  “N”  and  one  of  the  “M”  in  private  collections. 
The  spelling  of  the  one  found  offered  for  sale  could  not  be  determined. 

The  undated  Pice  and  Double  Pice  were  made  over  a  number  of  years  and  this  is 
reflected  by  the  ease  with  which  they  may  be  obtained  compared  with  any  of  the 
dated  coins.  1741  is  the  most  likely  date  to  be  found  in  both  denominations,  followed 
by  1771.  Whilst  there  are  no  Pice  1771  or  Double  Pice  1743  showing  in  the  survey 
I  know  of  two  of  each  in  private  collections  which  indicates  that  they  are  more  likely 
to  be  met  with  than  the  other  dates  which  are  extremely  hard  to  find.  The  Double 
Pice  1718  was  not  known  to  Atkins.  The  Parsons  collection  contained  the  following:— 
undated  Pice  and  Double  Pice,  Double  Pice  1718,  1741,  Pice  1717,  1741,  1771. 

The  Type  I  Half  Pice  is  an  extremely  rare  coin  of  which  I  have  been  unable  to 
trace  a  specimen.  Atkins  had  no  knowledge  of  it.  The  Type  II  Half  Pice  showing 
balemark/value  however  is  more  common  than  is  generally  supposed.  Besides  the 
three  in  the  B.M.  I  know  of  two  others  in  private  collections  and  two  of  the  four  shown 
in  the  survey  were  also  Type  II.  Although  the  type  of  the  other  two  cannot  be 
ascertained  it  seems  likely  that  they  were  also  this  type.  The  Parsons  collection 
contained  a  specimen  of  Type  III  where  it  was  described  as  “very  rare”. 

The  Quarter  Pice  is  another  extremely  rare  coin,  unrecorded  by  Atkins  and  I  know 
of  only  one. 

Atkins  only  knew  the  Tinney  dated  1675  and  it  is  the  only  one  of  these  coins  I  have 
found  offered  over  the  period  examined.  The  Parsons  collection  contained  a  specimen 
and  in  addition  to  the  one  in  the  B.M.  I  know  of  two  others.  Whilst  this  is  a  very  rare 
coin  those  of  1672  and  1716  are  likely  to  be  even  more  difficult  to  find.  I  have  been 
unable  to  locate  a  specimen  of  either  date.  A  Tinney  dated  1739  and  included  in  the 
Parsons  sale  is  considered  by  Pridmore  to  be  a  bag  seal  and  I  have  therefore  left  it  out 
of  this  survey.

WILLIAM  BOOTH,  THE  FORGER  OF  PERRY  BARR 

By  John  S.  Powell 

In  September  1956  a  hoard  of  sixty  three  forged  Bank  of  England  one  shilling 
and  sixpenny  tokens  was  discovered  in  a  garden  in  Great  Barr,  a  suburb  of  Birming¬ 
ham.  These  tokens  were  the  wrork  of  William  Booth,  probably  the  most  notorious  of 
forgers  in  an  area  which  at  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century  had  a  wide 
reputation  for  forgery.  In  1865  when  Great  Barr  and  Perry  Barr  were  still  relatively 
rural  a  plate  was  unearthed  in  a  ploughed  field — a  plate  for  forging  five  pound  notes 
of  the  Dudley  Old  Bank.  These  tokens  and  the  plate  were  hastily  buried  in  July  or 
August  of  1812,  when  news  reached  Booth  that  the  law  was  on  his  tracks. 

Though  known  now  as  a  forger  William  Booth  was  ostensibly  a  respectable 
farmer,  born  into  a  sober  and  prosperous  family  in  Ullenhall,  Warwickshire,  in 
1776.  At  the  age  of  twenty  three  he  moved  to  Perry  Barr  in  Staffordshire  then,  and 
took  over  a  remote  farm,  remote  from  the  turnpike  road  and  well  wooded.  The  farm 
house  was  a  solid  brick  building  dating  from  the  time  of  William  III,  but  Booth 
was  to  make  such  structural  alterations  that  it  became  a  veritable  fortress.  He  in¬ 
stalled  three  strong  doorways  in  the  main  passage  way  and  bricked  up  the  staircase. 
Access  to  the  first  and  second  floor  was  to  be  via  trap  doors  and  ladders,  and  it  was  in 
these  chambers  where  he  constructed  his  forging  equipment. 

In  these  rooms  Booth  exercised  his  skill  as  engraver  and  die  sinker.  He  struck 
not  only  Bank  of  England  tokens  but  also  gold  third  Guineas,  and  notes  of  various 
local  banks  as  well  as  the  Bank  of  England.  It  is  said  that  Booth  followed  many 
manufacturers  and  issued  a  promissory  penny  token,  but  as  a  cover  for  his  more 
illegal  coining.  These  penny  tokens  showing  a  sheaf  of  corn — he  was  still  a  farmer 
after  all — are  rare. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  whole  Booth  family  plus  servants  took  part  in  the  various 
activities  which  led  to  the  forged  coin  or  note.  In  February  of  1812  Job  Jones,  a 
servant  of  Booth’s,  was  arrested  and  charged  with  passing  off  a  forged  note  to  a 
Walsall  sadler  and  being,  “in  possession  of  forty  seven  similar  forged  notes”.  Sus¬ 
picion  fell  on  Booth  and  in  the  following  week  a  warrant  was  granted  to  the  local 
constabulary  to  search  the  house.  It  seems  that  they  were  aided  by  the  information 
of  Dorothy  Ingley  the  wife  of  another  of  Booth’s  workers.  No  doubt  in  an  attempt  to 
extricate  herself  from  a  possible  charge  she  told  the  maid  of  Mrs  Booth,  Elizabeth 
Chidlow,  that  something  was  going  to  happen.  Chidlow,  unsure  of  her  loyalty, 
wavered  but  told  Booth  that  the,  “runners  were  coming”.  Booth  retorted  that  it  was  a 
damned  lie,  but  handed  Ingley  a  small  trunk  containing  copper  engraved  plates  and 
told  him  to  bury  it.  In  an  atmosphere  of  panic  other  articles  and  coins  were  rushed 
outside  and  buried  in  various  parts  of  the  farm.  Yet  Booth  still  considered  that  his 
printing  machinery  wrould  be  secure. 

It  took  ten  special  constables  and  seven  dragoons  to  force  an  entry  into  Booth’s 
farm.  The  first  attempt  failed,  but  thanks  to  a  ladder  Constable  Chillingworth 
broke  through  a  garret  window  and  there  saw  Booth,  “take  some  papers  from  a 
rolling  press  that  was  fixed  upon  a  bench  in  the  middle  of  the  room;  the  papers 
appeared  to  be  the  size  of  bank  notes.”

As  Chillingworth  clambered  through  the  broken  glass  Booth  thrust  the  papers 
into  a  fire  and  immediately  jumped  through  a  trap  door  and  disappeared.  Siezing 
some  of  the  barely  scorched  notes  from  the  fire,  Chillingworth  obtained  the  proof 
that  would  be  necessary  to  convict.  Meanwhile  another  constable,  Linwood,  had 
forced  his  way  into  the  parlour  where  he  found  Mrs  Booth  and  the  servants,  and 
caught  sight  of  Booth  in  a  dirty  overall  and  wiping  printers  ink  from  his  hands. 
In  the  parlour  Booth  was  finally  arrested.  Chillingworth  upstairs  had,  however, 
followed  through  the  trap  doors  and  by  way  of  a  rope  ladder  had  entered  a  room  in 
which  were  the  materials  for  making  paper  and  impressing  water  marks.  Blanks 
and  bullion  were  also  found. 

At  Booth’s  trial  at  the  Stafford  Assize  on  July  31st  1812  the  prosecution  had 
obtained  the  services  of  the  engravers  and  paper  makers  of  the  Bank  of  England. 
The  charge  was  that  of  forging  Bank  of  England  notes  since  he  had  been  surprised 
in  that  very  act.  Messrs  Bridges,  Brewer  and  Harper  from  the  Bank  all  swore  that 
the  plates  were,  “fraudulent  in  every  respect”.  A  slight  irony  had  occurred  in  that  the 
date  he  used  on  his  notes  was  one  year  to  the  day  of  his  trial. 

“.  . .  You  were  the  master  or  superintendent  of  all  the  wicked  machinations 
which  have  been  going  on  in  your  house  .  .  .  Your  crime  has  been  a  crime 
that  has  involved  the  cheating  almost  of  all  the  kingdom,  a  crime  that  has 
been  the  means  of  defrauding  and  imposing  upon  every  subject  into  whose 
hands  these  (notes)  might  come ...” 

Thus  said  the  judge  on  summing  up.  Booth  was  found  guilty  and  sentenced  to 
be  hanged.  The  judge  also  explained  that  persons  in  Booth’s  employ  worked  by  his 
orders,  and  though  they  could  not  be  excused,  it  was  as  if  Booth’s  hand  had  done 
every  task.  No  bill  was  found  against  Mrs  Booth,  but  other  servants  did  not  escape. 
Elizabeth  Chidlow  finding  herself  without  defence  from  Booth's  counsel  burst  into 
a  rage  and  screamed  abuse  at  him  and  his  judge.  She  was  to  be  transported  for 
fourteen  years;  George  Scot  and  John  Yates,  labourers,  were  sentenced  to  seven 
years  transportation.  Ingley,  taking  the  path  chosen  by  his  wife,  gave  evidence  for 
the  Crown. 

This  was  not  the  first  time  Booth  had  been  tried.  In  1808  he  was  brought  before 
the  Warwick  Assize  on  a  charge  of  having  wilfully  murdered  his  brother  at  Wootton 
Wawen.  His  brother  had  been  a  farmer  too  and  though  guilt  could  not  be  proved, 
neither  could  his  innocence  be  asserted.  With  inconclusive  evidence  Booth  was 
acquitted.

Gallantry  Medals.  Record  £7,500.  In  Sotheby’s  sale  of  medals,  orders,  etc.,  Seaby, 
on  behalf  of  the  Returned  Soldiers  Association,  Melbourne,  paid  the  record  sum  of  £ 7,500  for 
a  gallantry  award  group.  The  group  consisted  of  a  VC  and  three  other  medals  awarded  to 
Lt.  L.  Keyzor,  Australian  Imperial  Force.  He  won  the  VC  as  a  private  at  Gallipoli  in  August, 
1915,  when  he  was  in  a  trench  being  heavily  bombed.  He  picked  up  two  bombs  and  threw 
them  back  at  the  enemy,  and  although  wounded  continued  throwing  bombs.  Daily  Telegraph , 
23  rd  June. 

Money  problems.  A  hoard  of  35  Roman  coins  dug  up  in  Blake  Street,  York,  may  be  split 
up  because  the  British  Museum  in  London  wants  to  take  two  rare  “denarii”  from  it. 

York  archaeological  trust  is  pressing  the  London  experts  not  to  break  up  the  hoard.  The 
British  Museum  should  either  buy  the  lot,  says  a  trust  spokesman,  or  allow  the  national 
collection  to  be  displayed  complete  in  the  city.  Sunday  Sun,  \9thjune. 

A  Second  Treasure  Bonanza.  The  Hythe  couple  who  found  a  fortune  in  gold  coins  in 
the  New  Forest,  have  come  up  with  another  bigger  find.  Last  year,  plant  operator  Mr.  Bert 
Freeman  and  his  wife,  Sheila,  dug  up  23  gold  “staters”,  dating  from  pre-Roman  times,  in  a 
remote  Forest  glade.  The  haul  was  estimated  to  be  worth  £11,500.  Now  the  Freemans  have 
come  up  with  another  27  of  the  tiny  coins — no  bigger  than  a  finger  nail — after  months  of 
painstaking  work  at  the  site  with  the  help  of  archaeologists.  Last  year  a  special  inquest  at 
Hythe  decided  the  find,  with  a  metal  detector,  was  “treasure  trove”  and  now  another  inquest 
will  have  to  be  held.  The  systematic  survey  of  the  site — somewhere  between  Ringwood  and 
Cadnam — has  been  kept  a  close  secret  by  the  authorities.  The  police  and  the  Freemans  were 
told  not  to  let  out  any  details  before  the  dig  was  finished.  Southampton  Evening  Echo,  28th  May. 

Thumbs  down  for  Jubilee  sovereign.  No,  there  won’t  be  any  gold  sovereigns  dated 
1977,  and  that’s  official!  The  Bank  of  England,  which  gives  the  orders  to  the  Royal  Mint  for 
this  kind  of  thing,  tells  me  it  isn’t  traditional  to  do  a  run  of  sovereigns  in  a  jubilee  year  which  is 
very  much  the  province  of  the  crown-piece.  And  the  Bank  is  holding  to  tradition.  There’ll  be  a 
great  many  disappointed  people  on  the  coin  collecting  and  dealing  scene.  They  have  been 
forecasting  that  the  Bank  would  repeat  last  year’s  ploy  of  doing  a  sovereign  run  unexpectedly 
at  the  very  end  of  the  year.  The  1976  coin  first  appeared  just  before  Christmas  and  the  Bank 
is  still  marketing  it.  It  is  expected  the  total  minting  will  near  six  million  coins.  Virtually  all 
these  coins  are  sold  abroad.  Under  present  controls,  the  total  number  of  modern  gold  coins 
in  Britain  can’t  be  increased,  and  it  is  illegal  for  private  citizens  to  import  them.  But  gold  coin 
is  always  moving  in  and  out  through  the  London  Bullion  Market,  which  is  international.  The 
reason  the  1976  sovereign  is  available  in  London  shops  is  because  coin  dealers  acquired  them 
through  the  bullion  market  which  operates  a  ‘swap’  system.  Bullion  firms  can  always  exchange 
coins  of  one  date  for  those  of  another.  During  the  1960’s  regular  mintings  were  done  most 
years,  but  there  was  a  long  gap  from  1968  until  1974  when  there  was  again  a  run  of  about 
5  million  coins.  No  sovereigns  were  minted  in  1975.  Evening  Standard,  2nd  June.

Downes  dismounted  and  guided  his  tank 
forward  on  foot  despite  direct  enemy  mortar 
and  M.G  fire. 

He  was  wounded  in  the  head  but  placed  his 
fascine  successfully  into  the  ditch.  The 
determination  and  disregard  of  danger  of  this 
N.C.O.  alone  made  possible  the  passage  over 
the  river  of  armoured  and  tracked  vehicles 
at  an  important  stage  of  the  action.
